Ife would 
not forbid her entrance to the Society, 
but let herfeome by the right dcor, with 
a regular application. Ile said she was 
not acitizen of North Carolina, there- 
fore he would vote against the motion, 

Dr. E.G. Haywood replied to the 


objections offered by Der. Whitehead, 


and counseled ‘he society against 
delaying recognition to this lady. 


Dr. Satchwell said years ago lic of- 
fered the first resolutions before the So- 
ciety in regard to honorary membership, 
which were then adopted, that the hon- 
or was not conferred exclusively to na- 
tives of the State, but to those who had 
distinguished themselves in) the medi- 
eal world, and it recognized merit 
wherever found. Ife proceeded to read 
several letters from various parties, the 
first of which wae from the lady in ques- 
tion Miss Susan J. Dimmick, in which 
sie “would enjoy the distinguished hon- 
or of being,a member of the medical soci- 
ety of herown State,” &c.,&e. Thenext 
letter was written by Miss Dimmock’s 
mother, detailing the carly anxiety of 
her daughter for medical knowledge.— 
He also read recommendatory letters 
from prominent Boston men, given to 
Miss Dimmock on her departure for 
Europe. tle presented before the Soci- 
ety a medical work of Miss Dimmocks, 
printed in German, though he could 
not read it himself, yet he had heard it 
spoken of very highly by those who 
had. The Doctor continued the de- 
fence of his motion in a lengthy speech, 
in which he culogized woman in all her 
useful’spheres; this in particular. 

Dr. Whitebead, as yet could not see 
it, and could not be impressed with the 
opinion that agraduate of Zurich or 
anywhere clse, could claim an honorary 
membership of this Society because 
they were such. Ic was in favor of re. 
maining steadfast to the landmarks of 
the Society and would oppose all inne- 
rations, in which Heht be considered 
this. 

Dr. C. Tate Murphy, of Sampson, en- 
dorsed the position of his friend, Dr. 
Whitehead, of Rowan, and was opposed 
to the hot haste of rushing this lady in 
asa member of this Society. He was 
not apposed to her admission, but let 
her come in as other members, let her 
come inasa young man could only 
eet in. His veneration for the dignity 
and character of his Socicty was too 
ereat to make a sacrifice of its consti- 
tution merely for the sake of admitting 
a female member ; it was an open vio- 
lation, and as such he would oppose it 
till doomsday. [le was proud to see 
that North Carolina had given birth toa 
woman With sufficient intellect to grap- 
ple the science of medicine, but yet he 
coule not be blinded by that pride to 
make an inroad upon the constitution 
of his Society. He was favor of 
passing complimentary resolutions of 
recognition, but opposed to her as an 
member. 

Dr, P. E. Hines, of Newbern, spoke 
in favor of her admission, and hoped 
ber election would be unanimous. 

Dr. R. B. Haywood, of Raleigh, 
favored Dr. Satchwell’s motion. 

Dr. Pierce, of Halhfax, opposed the 
motion. 

Upon the call for the question, 

Dr. Murphy called the attention of the 
Society to the fact that the vote on this 
question would establish a precedent, 
which, accor@ing to usage would here 
after be a law.
